THE Ordnance Department of the Army awarded 
contracts this week to the Cambria Iron Works for 
nineteen forged steel hoops for the 10-inch breech- 
loading rifle, at 39 cents per pound, and to the Mid- 
vale Steel Company for furnishing tube jacket and 
sleeve steel forgings for a 5-inch breech-loading 
rifle, at 38 cents per pound. 








THE prospects for changes in stations of regi- 
ments during the present fiscal year are not very 
promising, in view of the large amount taken from 
the appropriation to conduct the Indian campaigns 
which were made necessary this summer. 








A Press despatch from Chicago, of August 29, 
says: ‘‘Ex-Secretary of War LINCOLN declines to 
be interviewed as to the subject of his correspon- 
dence with Lieutenant General SHERIDAN, pub- 
lished to-day in the ARmy AND Navy JOURNAL.” 








A DESPATCH from Constantinople says that the 
Sultan has ordered the draft of a decree to be 
drawn up for his inspection deposing TEwFik, the 
actual Khedive of Egypt, and replacing him by Is- 
MAIL, TEWFIK’s father, and the ex-Khedive. ‘‘ Ger- 
many and Austria,” says the despatch, ‘‘ are both 
favorable to the restoration of Ismam, although the 
Sultan personally favors Haim, the only sur- 
viving son of MEHEMET ALI.” 








Mr. Jonn A. Grier, of Philadelphia, the author 
of a work on “Our Silver Coinage,” writes to the 
JOURNAL that a mistake is made in the item of news 
contained in the issue of Aug. 29, concerning the 
‘chundred tons of silyer dollars,” which would rep- 
resent, he says, about $3,800,000 instead of about 
$38,000,000. On page 95 of his little pamphlet the 
weight of a million dollars is given as 26 tons and 
688 lbs. avoirdupois, which would make the total 
value of the proposed shipment on the Yantic that 
given by Mr. GRIER. 








DurineG the past fifteen years there has been 
much discussion and many claims made as to the 
youngest volunteer in the late rebellion. Mr. Hzr- 
BERT Fay, of Columbus, O., it is stated, received 
notice this week from the War Department, saying 
that the records show that he was the youngest 
man enlisted in the Union Army in any of the 
States during the War. He was born September 2, 
1848, enlisted at London, Ohio, August 9, 1862, 
and enrolled August 11 in Company A, 113th Ohio 
Volunteer Infantry at the age of 13 years, 11 
months and 9 days. 








A CORRESPONDENT, ‘‘CASCABEL,” calls attention to 
several strange statements made in a recent 
article in one of the newspapers. One of these as- 
sertions is that ‘‘the West Pointer, in many cases, 
is very apt to bea martinet of the worst descrip- 
tion’—an assertion for which there is no ground 
whatever. But what our correspondent feels spe- 
cially called upon to refute is the statement that, 
‘In the Regular Army, when the soldier’s round of 
duty is done, he is left to himself and his few plea- 
sures and numerous vices, both of which are of un- 
concern to his superior officer.” ‘This statement 


outrageous slander on all superior officers, to say 
nothing of the enlisted men of the Army.” We 
should say, rather, that it was a remark showing 
dense ignorance of the subject referred to, and 
hence hardly worthy of serious refutation. 








CoLonEL A. B. CAREY, Pay Department, is ona 
pay tour of colored bounties to claimants in Balti- 
more, Philadelphia, and vicinity. When he returns 
next week he will close his accounts as chief of the 
back pay and bounty division of the Paymaster 
General's Office, preliminary to leaving, on Sept. 30, 
for his new station in San Francisco. His succes- 
sor, Major DEWEY, will probably not reach Wash- 
ington before the middle of October or ist of 
November. 








LIEUTENANT WISSMANN, the German explorer re- 
cently sent by the King of the Belgians to deter- 
mine and make a geographical and geological report 
on the River Kassaii, has arrived safely at the junc- 
tion of the Congo and the Kwa. Lieutenant Wiss- 
MAN has made a complete reconnoissance of the re- 
gion of the Kwa, a hitherto unknown region, fertile, 
healthy, abounding in fish and game. Lieut. 
WIssMAN makes the remarkable statement that no 
such river as the Kassaii exists, and that it should 
consequently be stricken out from the lately pub- 
lished maps. 








CHAPLAIN GEORGE G. MULLINS, 25th U. S. In- 
fantry, who has been in charge of ‘‘ Education in 
the Army ” for some years past, will, under orders 
issued this week, leave St. Louis early in October 
and join his regiment. Whether a successor will 
be appointed is a matter yet undecided, but the 
probabilities are that hereafter the business relating 
to post schools will be conducted directly between 
the War Department and Department Commanders. 
Chaplain MULLINS during his special tour has la- 
bored zealously and efficiently in the cause which, 
apart from duty, he has so much at heart, and if 
the school system in the Army has not proved the 
perfect success anticipated by many, it is not from 
any fault of those having the matter in charge, but 
solely because in extent the means provided 
under the present law are not sufficient to a suc- 
cessful development. 








It is evidently the purpose of Secretary Endicott 
to continue to change the stations of staff officers 
who have been at one place for four years and up- 
wards.

Tue Government Printing Office has just pub-- 
lished by order of Commodore J. G. WALKER, U. 8. 
N., Chief of Bureau of Navigation, an account of 
the reeent ‘‘Telegraphic Determination of Longi- 
tudes in Mexico and Central America.” It includes 
the determina ‘ions of the meridians of Vera Cruz, 
Guatemala, La Libertad, Paita, Lima, Arica, Val- 
paraiso and Cordoba, with the latitudes of the sev- 
eral seacoast stations, by Lieutenant Commander O. 
H. Davis and Lieutenants J. E. Norris and 0. 
Larrp, U.S. N., with the co-operation of the famous 
astronomer, Dr. B. A. GOULD. 

Since the year 1874 the Bureau of Navigation has 
carried on asystem of measurements of d fferences 
of longitudes by the use of ocean telegrarhic cables, 
and has thus established important secondary me 
ridians in various parts of the world. The work be 
gan under the charge of Lieutenant Commander F 
M. GREEN, in the We t Indies and Central America. 
Finally, extending the task, various points in the 
China seas were determined with reference to Vla- 
divostok and Madras. The present account describes 
what was done in this class of observations during 
the year 1833 over the cables which extend from 
Galveston to Vera Cruz, and from Salina Cruzin an 
unbroken line to Valparaiso. It is accompanied 
with the valuable tabulated ehronometer compari- 
sons and time observations, and the resulting lati- 
tudes and longitudes of the places already spoken of 
are set forth.

The cuirassiers of the German 
Army weara white tunic,cuirass of 

bright steel, grayish blue trousers, 

helmet with spike made of white 

metal and of a special pattern, 

white wnaist-Belt, red lenther 

sword knot, boots reaching above 

the knees. Theregiments are dis- 

tinguished By the color of the 

collar tips and the buttons. The 

Saxon heavy regiments have a 4 
blue tunic with white facings, 7 
white collar in the mounted regi- 
ments, black in the carabineers, 
brass epaulettes, blue trousers, 
with white facings, high top boots 
of black leather, helmet of yellow 
metal, waist-belt, black cartridge 
box’with brass mountings. Ba- 
varian heavy regiments have a 
light blue tunio with one row of 
buttons, trousers of black and blue 
mixture, boots reaching above the 
knees, cuirassier’s helmet, white 
waist-belt, white cartridge box 
and cartridge belt. The uniform 
of the German Dragoons is an in- 
fantry tunic, Uhlan’s trousersand 
boots, white waist-belt, black car- 
tridge box and white cartridge 
belt, red leather sword knot, in- 
fantry helmet with white or yel- 
low ornaments according to the 
colur of the buttons. The Light 
Horse wear agreen tunic with two 
rows of buttons, trousers of the 
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CUIRASSIER NO. 3.

The mounted Staff Guards wear a dark green 
tunic, with yellow buttons and scarlet facings, blue 
collar and cuffs faced with scarlet, Uhlan’s epau- 
lettes. In the army corps of the line, the epaulette 
bears the number of the corpsin yellow. In the 
Guard, the number is replaced by a double stripe of 
lace on the collar. Green cap with blue band and 
scarlet facings, cuirassier’s helmet, cloak with the 
tips of the collar blue and shoulder straps scarlet, 
having the number of the army corps in yellow. 
The remainder of the uniform like the dragoons. 

The foot Staff Guards have the dark green tunic 
with scarlet shoulder straps, bearing the number of 
the army corps in yellow, blue cuffs, scarlet facings, 
infantry trousers with blue stripe on each side of 
the scarlet facing, same equipments as those of the 
first battalion of infantry regiments, white sword 
knot, one cartridge box only.

By direction of the Secretary of War, par. 19, Mili- 
tary Academy Regulations, is amended to read as 
follows: 

19. A medical board, composed of three experionced 
medical officers, shall assemble annually at West Point on 
the Ist of June and 25th of August and examine carefully 
and thoroughly into the physical qualifications of the can- 
didates for admission. No candidate shall be admitted whose 
physical condition (considering age) is nct equal to that re- 
quired for recruits as determined by Tripler’s Manual, and 
who cannot see well, at six hundred yards distance, a black 
centre three feet in diameter on a white ground, This latter 
test will be mude by means of cards, prepared under the di- 
rection of the Surgeon General ; the black spots on the cards 
will be circular, four-tenths of an inch in diameter, and the 
candidate must be able to count them with facility at 
twenty feet distance. In case any cadet shall, after admis- 
sion, be found physically disqualified for the military ser- 
vice, the superintendent shall make report of the circum- 
stances to the War Department, accompanied by the 
surgeon’s report of the case. 

Those candidates who have passed the medical board shall 
be examined by the Academic Board, either orally or in 
writing, as the board may direct, and no rejected candidate 
shall be granted a re-examination, except upon the recom- 
mendation of the board.

The last par. of G. C. M. O. 22, H. Q. Dept. of the Colum- 
bia, June 12, 1882, is revoked. Post commanders are respon- 
sible for the discipline of their commands, and will deter- 
mine, under the law, what charges to bring before inferior 
courts, and what cases to recommend for trial before gene- 
ral courts. Before forwarding charges requesting trial by 
general courts, post commanders will, in every case, make 
personal examination of the evidence on which the eaagee 
are based, and state by endorsement their opinion whether 
or not they can be sustained. The attention of all officers 
in this department is called to the irregular method of fram- 
ing charges. The charge is frequently laid as violation of 
an article of war. The articles of war generally are so 
worded as to define the offences of which members of the 
military body may be guilty, and the manner in which the 
offenders shall be punished. The charge instead of being 
laid as a violation of an article of war, should, in distinct 
terms, state the offence for which the article prescribes a 
punishment, Thus under the 38th article of war, the pro- 
per charge is “drunk on guard;” (party or duty). Where 
an offence is not specifically defined by a particular article 
of war the charge will, in accordance with the provisions of 
the 62d article, be stated as “conduct to the prejudice of 
good order and military discipline.”

A despatch from the front received at Tucson 
August 30 says Crawford’s and Davis’s commands 
are 260 miles south of the line, in the heart of the 
Sierra Madras, with 10 companies of cavalry and 100 
Apache scouts. The fight of the7th and the wound- 
ing of Geronimo, probably fatally, is confirmed. 
One of his squaws, who was captured, says Geroni- 
mo was shot in the stomach, and the intestines cut. 
The report of Chief Catto’s mutiny and death is 
denied. It is definitely ascertained that not less than 
140 Apache warriors are out, but they travel in small 
bands of five and six. The captured squaw says they 
have vowed to fight until the last of them is killed, 
as their chiefs made them believe every one cap- 
tured or who surrenders will be killed. ‘The troops 
have wonderful endurance. Many of them have 
worn out their boots and have taken their leggings 
and made sandals of them. Others have their clothes 
torn in shreds and tied together with strings, but all 
are in good spirits. There are nearly 1,000 Mexican 
Federal troops moving in the direction of our troops, 
but the mountains are so fearfully rough and cut up 
With cafions that progress is slow and difficult. The 
citizens of the exposed settlements on both sides of 
the line speak in high terms of the activity and en- 
durance of the troops. : 

A Fort Bowie despatch says: Lieut. Guy BE. Huse, 
just returned from Mexico with thirty-two men, 

aving made 1,000 miles since May 19, has in charge 
fifteen squaws and children as prisoners. He reports 
that in the late fight Geronimo picked up his favor- 
ite child and rushed out of the camp. Then be was 
surprised, and had tojrun the gauntlet_ of fifty ri- 
fies, the best shots of the Chiricahuas and San Carlos 
tribes. He was shot twice and dropped the boy and 
ran, covered with blood and his left arm shattered. 
His squaws, who are among the prisoners, say he was 
shot through the body. Some say heisdead. The 
prisoners consist of three of Geronimo’s squaws, five 
of his children and the squaw who is supposed to be 
the instigator of the outbreak and others. Two 
bucks and one squaw escaped from camp after they 
had been captured.

DECI SION ON DESERTION. 

Tue following ruling was made by the Second 
Comptroller of the Treasury this week : 

In a case where a soldier has been marked 
on the rolls and reported as a deserter, and 
it appears that, within a reasonable time 
thereafter and while the war was still fla- 
grant and the Army engaged inactive _hosti- 
lities against the enemy, he voluntarily returned to 
his company and regiment, and was unconditionally 
received into the Service, or was received upon con- 
ditions which have been fulfilled, not involving a 
forfeiture of pay or allowance, and he subsequently 
rendered faithful and acceptable military services 
and was honorably discharged, it will be eld, that 
the presumption that he was a deserter, which the 
entry upon the military records and rolls might 
create, will be deemed to be conelaniens, rebutted 
apd overthrown. In such case the soldier 1s to be 
treated as absent without leave. It has been repeat- 
edly so held by the Judge Advocate General of the 
Army, aad also by the Supreme Court of the United 
States in the Kelly case (15 Wallace, 34), and the de- 
cision was not overruled in the case of the U.S. v. 
Sanders (92d U. 8.77). In the latter case the soldier 
was received back — the express condition that 
he should forfeit all pay and allowances, and the 
court was careful to say that it is distinguishable 
from the Kelly case, and they intimate no intention 
to recede from the ruling in the latter case. 

Desertion is defined to be “an unauthorized 
absenting of himself from the military service by 
an officer or soldier, with the intention of not retwrn- 
ing,” and the gist of the offence is the animus non 

ondt. - 
wt case which has been put the proof must be 
deemed conclusive that there was no such intention. 

In Winthrop’s Digest of the o inions of the J. A. 
General, at page 133, itis stated, that “ina case of 
this class, where a deserter, noted assuch in the 
usual manner, at the time, on the rolls of his com- 
pany, was restored to duty without trial, and at the 
end of his proper term was grantedan honorable 
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dise ; held that such discharge was a formal 
final ju ent passed bY the Government upon the 
entire military record of thesoldier, and au authori- 
tative declaration by it that he left the service in a 
status of honor, that, as such, it dispensed altogether 
with the supposed necessity (in order that the sol- 
dier might obtain sr of aremoval, by order, 
of the charge of desertion from tbe rolls and 
amounted, of itself, to the removal of any charge 
or impediment in the way of bis receiving such 
bounty to which (having served the requisite period) 
he was therefore entitled.” 

i cannot find that this de vision has anywhere been 
overruled, but, on the contrary, as we have seen, it 
has been confirmed and adopted by the highest tri- 
bunal in the land, and is therefore entitled to respect 
and should be followed, and hereafter the practice 
of this office, in adjusting the pay and allowances due 
discharged soldiers will be made to conform thereto.

COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


In the case of Private William Clark, (Co. G, 16th 
Infantry, recently tried at San Antonio for theft, 
etc., Brig.-General D. 8. Stanley says: Tt was shown 
conclusively, in evidence, that the articles were 
issued as stated, and that on July 21, 1885, only three 
days after the last issue, the p ner was confined 
in the guard-house, and, on bemg ordered to turn in 
his clothing, he could not account for a number of 
the articles and attempted to turn in an overcoat 
belonging to another soldier, which he had appro- 
priated without authority (which is ordinarily term- 
ed stealing), ard a blanket, belonging to another 
soldier, who haa loaned it to him to enable him to 
— inspection, which he pretended was his own. 

wo non-commissioned officers testified that the 

risoner offered in explanation o1 the loss of two 
annel undershirts, two pairs drawers, and one knit 
undershirt, that he bh iven them away. This 
method of disposing of these arcicles, which had 
been issued to him cnly three days previous, is cov- 
ered by the —— just as much asif he bad 
sold them. The prisouer offered in his defence his 
statement, that he had not improperly disposed of 
them, and the exhibition of similar articles, one of 
which bore his name, which he claimed were those 
issued to him. He admitted, in his statement, that 
he had disposed of them, but recovered them when 
he found it was necessa The fact that a thief re- 
stores an article after he has been detected, does not 
= out the fact that he stole it. The offence of 
vate Clark, of illegal disposition of articles of his 
clothing, was complete on June 21, 1885, and the re- 
covery of the articles does not acquit him of the act, 
however far it might go to palliate the offence. The 
re are disapproved and set aside, (G. C.-M.

* On June 6, one week later, the Juniata and 
Alert gigs pulled a race over the sume course, and 
under the same agreement, as .those with the 
Ossipee. At the ‘go’ the Alert’s jumped about three 
feet in the lead, but could not hold it, the Juniata’s 
at once closing this distance and taking the lead, 
coming in a winner by 38sec. The official time of 
the winning boat was 23min. and 20sec. So well 
known is the Alert’s gig ou this station and through- 
out the Navy that her defeat no doubt will be a 
great surprise tu many. 

‘¢ Previous to our leaving this port last November, 
the Juniata pulled a gig race with the Trenton, 
three miles with a turn, but the Juniata’s were de- 
feated by 31 sec. On the 22d inst. the Trenton came 
in from Corea. They immediately lowered their gig 
and pulled around the har>dor with a ‘rooster’ fly- 
ing in the bow of their boat.

Orleans Exhibition, and, im addition, had taken 
from the masthead of the Thetis the crow’s nest from 
which the survivors were discovered. 

An exciting race was pulled at Vallejo, Aug. 25, 
1885, between a crew from the U. 8S. ship Hartford 
and one from Vallejo. The purse was for $500, put 
up by the former crew that they could defeat any 
crew matched against them. The Hartford crew de- 
sired to hee a long race, but against this the Vallejo 
crew rebelled, and the race was arranged for three 
miles, the Vallejo boys covering the money of the 
Hartfords. The Vallejo crew secured a choice of 
positions, and at a signal the bouts shot forward 
swiftly, the Hartfords maintaining a lead for a short 
distance, when their competitors overtook them, 
passed the s.al:eboat 31 seconds ahead, and came in 
victorous in 21.40%, beating the Hartfords 1 minute 
and 10 seconds. 

Mr. CHARLES W. COPELAND, the naval construct- 
ing engineer, is drawing up the plans and specifica- 
tions for anew 35-feet steam launch for the Fish 
Commissioners. She will be 35 feet in length, 6 feet 
6 inches beam, and 3 teet depth. Her engine will be 
a small vertical one, about 4x5. The keel will be laid 
in about two weeks, and she will be finished some 
time in October. The frames will be of oak and the 
planking of white cedar. 

INCREASED signs of activity at the Brooklyn (N.Y.) 
Navy-yard are now apparent. At present the iron- 
workers are busily engaged on the Intrepid. The 
vessel is undergoing the process of transformation 
into a casemated gunboat, The Richmond is under 
the shears. Her boilers will be removed as soon as 
her engine is thoroughly dismantled. She will be 
fitted for seaas rapidly as possible. The Powhatan, 
now 1n commission, is having her wales and decks 
ealked, new head rails and battery plank, and 
changes in the galley. The Essex before equipment 
will have entire new topsides, as the old timber is 
rotten. She will then be made ready a3 a cruiser. 
The turretted ironclad Miantonomoh is being sup- 
plied with new turrets and decks. The former are 
of steel-faced metal imported from England. The 
Tallapoosa’s alterations to fit her for a cruising ves- 
sel are well under way. She will carry a battery of 
rifled guns. The tug Nina has had her rudder 
changed, decks calked, and bottom painted. The 
Tennessee will be docked for repairs to machinery 
and some minor repairs in the Construction Depart- 
ment. 

From Lieut. Purcell, of the Stoney Expedition, 
who returned recently to San Francisco, it has been 
ascertained that Lieutenant Stoney, with the Viking, 
visited Putnam river in Alaska. From Bogoslow 
Volcano the party went to St. Michaels, and thence 
to St. Lawrence Bay, where it arrived about the 4th 
of July. The party reached Hotham Inlet, into 
which the Putnam ees, about July 8. The party 
is now pusbing towards the headquarters of Putnam 
river. Their winter quarters will be made at a point 
250 miles from the mouth of the Putnam river, and 
the party will occupy them from about Oct. 1 until 
next May. Lieutenant Purcell left all on board in 
good health and condition. 

A CIRCUMSTANCE, that shows to what straits a na- 
val officer may be reduced, occurred during the 
the stay of the Powhatan in the port of Kingston, 
Jamaica. When the Powhatan first arrived a court- 
martial was in session on board H. M. 8. Urgent for 
the trial of her first lieutenant, on the grounds of 
insubordination and drunkenness. A few days after- 
wards a man came on board the Powhatan to ship 
in any capacity they were wating to take him. 

Being asked if he wasa British subject, he replied 
that he owed no allegiance whatever to Great 
Britain, and then being asked for his name he gave 
it, saying, ‘* yesterday I was an English naval officer 
and first lieutenant of the Urgent, to-day Iam no- 
body.’’ On hearing of this Captain BEARDSLEY asked 
the ex-officer into his cabin, and held a long con- 
versation with him. What passed is not known; 
but afterwards a shore boat was called and the ex- 
officer returned to the town without having been 
shipped.

Man., Aug. 31, state that 
a messenger who has just arrived overland from 
York Factory, on Hudson Bay, reports that the 
Alert arrived at York Factory safe and sound nearly 
four weeks ago. No ice whatever was encountered 
in the Straits or Bay, and the trip from the mouth 
of the Straits to York Factory was made in about 
five days. 

GrorGE H. Cooper, son of Rear Admiral Cooper, 
U.8.N., was arrested on Sept. 3 on a charge of bur- 
glary committed in Brooklyn, N. Y. The articles 
stolen, it is said were worth $10, and were pawned 
for $1.50. They belonged to a resident of the house 
in which Mr. Cooper boarded. Itis said in behalf of 
the latter that he is a heavy drinker and while under 
the influence of liquor becomes insane. He feels very 
keenly his disgrace and so does his family. Every- 
thing will be done to secure his release. His arrest 
was a shock to his family, as‘tit was never thought 
that he would commit a crime.

CHATB AROUND THE MESS TABLE. 


Apropos of the remark that Americans, and es- 
aT American naval officers, are perfectly et 

ome in all societies, did you ever hear the story of 
the captain who dined with the Queen of Greeve? 
A well-known captain in the Navy, now, I believe, 
a commodore, was asked one day, with the admiral, 
to dine with the Queen of Greece. Of course he ac- 
cepted, an invitation of that sort amounting toa 
command. Both the King and Queen of Greece are 
noted for their ‘* camaraderie,’’ and the captain was 
soon on intimate terms with them. He was es 
cially taken witb the Queen and wished to show her 
by every means in his power how great his admira- 
tion was, and what great pleasure he found in her 
society. When thetime for departure came, after 
having taken leave of the King, he racked his brain 
to find some way to express to the Queen what an 
enjoyable evening he had had, etc. Suddenly a 
happy thought struck him. 6 went up to the 
Queen, put out his hand, and said: ‘‘ Well, goodbye 
Queen. I have enjoyed myself immensely. I wish 
you would come on board to-morrow to see the ad- 
miral and me, and, by the way, bring your children 
with you. Don’t fail now; goodbye, goodbye.” 


Some time-stained letters which have the mould 
of more than half a century upon them recall the 
days “before the war,’’ when the clouds that finally 
burst in a deluge over the country were gathering 
with athreatening aspect. Oneof them, dated at 
Fort Moultrie, Feb. 16, 1833, is as follows: 

War has not commenced here yet, although the “ Ist of 
February” is past. We live in a queer way. We hardly 
know whether it is war or peace.

ared for the worst. We have got a stout picketing round 
Phe work, our cannon are ready, muskets | al) in 
such order that we will not. be taken ina hurry. If the ras- 
cals do intend to keep on in_their uitous course, their 
first step must be to attack the fort, as itis a ke that com- 

letelv locks up nullification. Without this fort, the * nul- 
fies "can do nothing, and with it but little. There are two 
of Uncle Sam’s vessels of war in the harbor, and several 
revenue cutters, so that, the force here is a y sti one. 
Five times the number of our troops would find it difficult 
to take our fort, even if the attackers were as well as 
the defenders ; but as for such men as the “ nullies,” there is 
not room enough on the island to hold the number which it 
would require to beat us. e* nul ” are now mounting 
the blue cockade and metto buttons, and strut through 
the streets thinking that they look mighty fine with these 
. An old ser captain came to Charleston 
City a short time , and as he ws a Union man he deter- 
mined to ridicule the “ nullies,” so he got bis wife to make 
him a tremendous cockade out of rope yarn, and putting it 
in his cap with a very large eagle over it, he rode through 
wll the streets of Charleston, vexing the “pullies” very 
much. There was such a desire to see the * captain’s cock- 
ade” that it was finally deposited in the museum. I hope 
our Northern States will keep cool for a while. I don’t 
want to be sent to put down nullification cr secession in 
New England, but if Rhode Island should do one-half of 
what South Carolina already done, I would disown her, 
and fight against her almost as willingly as pst a foreign 
enemy. I am not oneof those who are“ for their State, 
right or wrong.” . . . Al) the officers here were invited 
to the St. Cecilia’s ball in Charleston a short time since. As 
I was on guard I did not attend, and I had no desire to. 

This letter is prefaced by asketch in pencil, still 
very distinct, of one bastion of Fort Moultrie, show- - 
ing six cannon in place, the glacis, and the stockade. 
The letter is from the late Professor J. W. Bailey, 
then a lieutenant in the Ist eT: and we are in- 
debted for it to his son, W. Whitman Bailey, Esq., 
of Brown University.

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GRANT AND VICKSBURG. 


In commenting upon the article of Gen. GRANT 
in the September Century, on the ‘‘Siege of Vicks- 
burg,” the New York Swn considers that the narra- 
tive ‘‘as a report of the doings of the two armies 
confronting each other, falls below the requirements 
of the case,” although adding that ‘‘it constitutes a 
most excellent official report or summary of what 
took place.”

When 
GRANT undertook the capture of Vicksburg, he 
went to no unfamiliar country. It was well map- 
ped, and it was clear that the works could be at- 
tacked either from above or below. The practical 
question was where to begin. He began at the most 
obvious place, north of Vicksburg, because nearest 
in his line of approach, and covering his own line of 
supplies. Then, with characteristic persistency, he 
went on trying every possible expedient, and at last 
struck not the only one remaining, but the only re- 
f prnwy one which would not begin by temporary 
retreat. He first, in December, 1862, despatched 
SHERMAN against Haines Bluff, with a view to ope- 
rate on the line of the Yazoo, and that attempt 
failed badly. Then he moved his whole army by 








Milliken’s Bend and Young’s Point, a few miles 
above Vicksburg. He tried successively five differ- 
ent plans for getting at the city. We need not de- 
scribe them fully, but can say in general that they 
sought to dig canals or dredge bayous or ascend 
streams, so as to flank the batteries which com- 
manded the Mississippi on the west and the Yazoo 
on the north. 

When all these had failed, Grant resolved, 
rather than return North, to try to go below Vicks- 
burg, on the Arkansas side, recross the river, and 
then proceed to take Vicksburg in the rear, as he 
actually did. We do not suppose that the historian 
SWINTON will be accused cf undue partiality for 
General GRANT, at least to such an extent as to im- 
peril his judgment, yet this is what he says : 


It was apparent to Gen. Grant from the moment he went in 
person to Young’s Point that the true line of operations 
~ Vicksburg was from the south ; but if he was prompt- 

first to exhaust every other ex »edient, it was because the 
difficulties seen to beset that mode of action were in reality 
appalling. It would be necessary first of all to march the 
Army for thirty or forty miles down the west bank of the 
ppi, so as to gain a point where the passage might be 
made be ow the enemy’s works. It would be requisite that 
the gunboats and transports should run the gauntlet of the 
batteries, in order to cross the Army to the east bank and 
cover the passage. It would then remain to make the cross- 
ing of that great and difficult river in face of all the opposi- 
tion the enemy could bring against the operation. And 
when these three conditions should be fulfilled, the perils 
that in the very nature of things attended the execution of 
the plan, y= —, have begun. For it would then be 
necessary Grant to cut bimself entirely off from his base, 
and ty {into the interior of the land, without a new base 
secured in advance—with the promise ot any base at all con- 
tingent upon his beating the enemy in the open field, Swing- 
ing round in rear of Vicksburg, and % operating with his 
right as to force open the line of the Yazoo. 


Here we see it asserted that the line of attack 
from the South was apparent to Grant from the 
moment he reached Young’s Point ; but he reached 
Young's Point on the 2d February, 1863, and that 
was his first appearance on the scene of his future 
labor and glory. 

But this is not all. The possibility of approach 
from the South, we are told by the anthor just 


quoted, was apparent to the whole Army : 


These considerations serve to fix the character of the plan 
of operations. It cannot be called a brilliant strategic in- 
spiration, for the move was au obvious one, and had sug- 
geated itself even to the rank and file of the Army. But if the 
conception was easy, the execution involved d ficulties that 
might well affright the stoutest heart. Of this there could 
be no more striking proof than is presented in the fact that 
the h-vaultin and audacious mind of Sherman shrank 
from the enterp ; and on the 8th of April, after the move- 
ment below had been initiated, that officer, in a written com- 
munication to Gen. Grant, suzgeste d that the Army should 
be transported back to the line of the Tallahatchie and Yal- 
labusha, as a base of operations azainst Vicksburg. It can 
only be said that there was that in the oceans of Gen. 
Grant’s mind that prompted him to undertake that which no 
one else would have adventured. Unmoved by all the perils 
of the operation, he resolved to go below. 


Capt. F. V. GREENE, in his standard work, ‘‘ The 
Mississppi,” gives a like view of the reasons why this 
plan was not adopted before: ‘‘The third plan was full 
of dangers and risks ; lack of success in it meant 
little less than complete destruction. If it did suc- 
ceed, however, the success would be complete and 
decisive, and to Grant’s mind the emergency 
seemed to be one which warranted the risk, though 
he was well aware of its desperate nature, which 
nothing but success would ever justify.” This 
view, also, would imply that GRANT was not justi- 
fied in trying the experiment south of Vicksburg 
until he had exhausted the others. 

Geneial RAWLINS was a man of recognized ability, 
and what GRANT thought of him is evident from 
his selection of him as Secretary of War. Had 
there been any service of special importance per- 
formed by him at Vicksburg, on which the fate 
of the operations turned, it would hardly be like 
GRANT to deliberately ignore it. 








A NEW TORPEDO-BOAT. 

During the past week public interest has been 
excited in a torpedo-boat which has been for some 
months under construction at Fort Lafayette. Its 
inventor has enjoyed the aid of Lieutenant E. L. 
ZALINSKI, 5th Artillery, and great hopes are enter- 
tained of it. 

This boat is really the fourth of a series, of which 
the two first were far from achieving the desired 
success. The third was more promising than its 
predecessors, and the present one is a decided im- 
provement on that. It is built of wood and iron— 
wood sheathing on angle iron hoops. It is cigar- 
shaped, fifty feet long, and eight feet in extreme 
width. It has aconning turret about two feet in 
height. It has a screw propeller, actuated by 4 
petroleum engine. 

One leading feature of the new device, supposing 
it to be successful, is that the vessel can be sub- 
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and accident to the machinery will cause the boat 
to rise without effort. In its present shape it is de- 
signed simply to test its submarine qualities. If 
these are found to be satisfactory, the various offen- 
sive appliances will be putin. Doubtless Lieutenant 
ZALINSKI will superintend that part of the work, 
and supply it with all the requisites of torpedo 
warfare. 

It is also thought that, even if complete submerg- 
ing and emerging at will should be less perfectly 
secured than is expected, as a surface boat the craft 
would still be formidable, since it can certainly be 
run almost entirely submerged, nothing showing 
but the top of the conning tower—about eighteen 
inches in diameter and eight inches above water. 
This would be hardly observable, and could be 
made proof against machine-gun fire. It is de- 
signed to have a pneumatic dynamite gun of about 
10-inch calibre, throwing a shell loaded with from 
200 to 300 lbs, of explosive gelatine, with a high 
degree of accuracy for five hundred yards and per- 
haps eight hundred, This will be accomplished 
with only a momentary exposure on its own part to 
fire. It will take up its position with reference to 
the enemy unseen, whilst its crew can perfectly ob- 
serve the latter. Then it will suddenly rise so as to 
bring the muzzle of the gun above the surface, fire 
the gun, and disappear beneath the water to reload. 
When it again rises it will do so in a new position, 
again fire, and again disappear. 

This, we say, is the theory of the boat, and it need 
hardly be added that if it can accomplish all this it 
can as easily pass under an enemy, attach a tor- 
pedo, move away and fireit. Or, a torpedo can be 
dropped and anchored and fired at will. Automatic 
torpedoes of all sorts can cf course be sent out from 
the boat. In addition its pointed end isa ram, to 
strike aship below the water line, while a sharp 
piece of steel over the gun is intended for cutting 
small craft and other torpedo boats by rising and 
striking them in the hull. It will be seen that this 
boat seeks to accomplish nearly everything that 
submarine warfare is aimingat, and hence its effcrts 
to carry out this ambitious programme will be 
watched with interest. 

Preparations were made on Thursday to launch 
the bo.t, but a high sea caused a postponement. 


THE DETACHED SERVICE ORDER. 


THE special orders of the Headquarters of the 
Army and Division Headquarters begin to show that 
Secretary ENpicoTT’s General Order relating to de- 
tached service is being strictly observeal. General 
Hancock broke the ice by relieving Captain WHAR- 
TON, and General ScHOFIELD closely followed with 
the relief of Captain WHERRY and Lieutenant ScHo- 
FIELD. In addition we now have to record the 
relief, by orders from the War Department, of 
Lieutenant-Colonels JAMES M. GREGORY, captain 
Corps of Engineers, and GEORGE W. Davis, captain 
14th Infantry, as aides-de-camp to the Lieutenant 
General; Chaplain GrorGe G. MULLINS, 25th In- 
fantry, in charge of Army education at St. Louis; 
Captain J. R. Myrick, 3d Artillery, J. A., Depart- 
ment Dakota; Captain Cyrus S. Rosperts, 17th In- 
fantry, J. A., Department Arizona, and Captain 
FRANK D. BALDWIN, 5th Infantry, J. A., Depart- 
ment Columbia. The relief of the Judge Advocates, 
however, should not be attributed to the operations 
of the recent order, as none of them has served four 
years in that capacity. Captain BALDWIN, who was 
relieved at his own request, would not have com- 
pleted the four years until December next, and Cap- 
tain Myrick not until April next. Captain RoBErts 
has only served as Judge Advocate since June last. 

it seems, however, to be a settled fact that every 
officer who has completed his four years on de- 
tached service will have to join his proper station, 
and the daily orders for the next fortnight may be 
expected to show it. General HANcocK informs the 
War Department that he will relieve the other mem- 
ber of his staff, Capt. WARD, just as soon as he can 
decide upon the two new aides. Post Chaplain 
GrorGE D. CROCKER, we understand, has been 
selected to succeed Chaplain MULLINS, in charge of 
Army education. With this single exception, as far 
as heard from, successors to the officers above re- 
ferred to have not been determined upon. The 
Lientenant General will probably not announce his 














two new aides until he returns to Washington, a 
week or so hence. 

We think that in the facts just cited all parts of 
the Military Service will recognize distinct indica- 
tions that General Order No. 85 will be carried out 


in the letter and in the spirit. The interest excited 
on this subject is evident from the communications 
received at the JOURNAL office. One of these is 
from an officer in Montana, which we need not 
print in full, as it was written before recent facts 
had begun to answer his query, ‘‘ how strictly will 
the order be enforced?” He assures us that this 
question has probably been discussed more than 
any other Army subject since the order was pro- 
mulgated, and that ‘‘ more bets have been made 
upon it by officers than upon anything else since the 
election which made it possible for Mr. ENDicoTT to 
become Secretary.” 

We can well understand that officers who have 
served for years on the frontier with not even a 
recruiting detail to vary their routine, should have 
surmised that because other orders contemplated or 
actually framed for similar purposes had been made 
a dead letter, the present one would have a like 
fate. This is the more intelligible, since, as our 
correspondent says, ‘‘the ink with which it was 
written was scarcely dry before we were informed 
through the columns of the press that ‘ tremendous 
pressure is being brought to bear on the Secretary’ 
to have this or that friend excepted from its opera- 
tion.” Pursuing the thread of his argument as to 
what ought to be, our correspondent says: ‘‘ There 
may be, and undovbtedly are, cases where peculiar 
fitness for some specific duty, such as the charge of 
compiling Rebellion Records, now intrusted to Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Scott, or that of the Indian School, 
now under Captain R. H. Pratt, or the completing 
of some elaborate report, like that of Lieutenant 
GREELY, should, ‘for the good of the Service,’ de- 
mand the retention of the present incumbent. But 
those cases are fully known, and their exceptional 
character recognized by-all the Army, and it is not 
of them that the frontiersman of the Army com- 
plains. He objects only to making ‘flesh of one 
and fowl of another.’ He fails to see why personal 
importunities should outweigh justice.” 

As we have already said, the practical question 
is no longer as to the merits of the new policy, but 
simply as to its execution; and as to this latter 
point, it seems to us very clear that there is entire 
sincerity in the purpose to enforce it. When Con- 
gress took up this matter some time ago, it did so, 
in the opinion of some experienced officers, super- 
ficially and ignorantly, discussing it more from 
the point of view of politicians than of professional 
soldiers. But now that the endeavor to secure 
shorter and more uniform periods of detached ser- 
vice has originated within the War Department, 
there can be little doubt that it will be carried out 
with fidelity, and with a primary view to the inter- 
ests of the country and the Service. 








THE MILITARY PRISON. 


CoLonEL A. P. Biunt, U. 8S. A., has submitted an 
interesting report of the Military Prison at Fort 
Leavenworth during the past year. Among the

OLEERY presents some interesting views on the sub- 
ject of Christian work in the prison and reforming 
influences. These are some of the prison statistics:

LIQUID FUEL. 

Tae last number of the ‘‘ Journal of the Royal 
United Service Institution ” (Vol. CX XX.) publishesa 
paper on ‘‘ liquid fuel for marine purposes,” read be- 
fore the Institution May 8, 1885, by Vice Admiral 
J. H. Setwyn, Rear Admiral W. ArTuur, C. B., inthe 
chair. The Admiral said: ‘‘To burn liquid fuel 
instead of coal requires no change in engines or 
boilers, and only such an adaptation of the furnaces 
as can be readily carried out in each ship by her 
own artificers and engineers; at the same time, it 
removes the necessity for a whole army of stokers 
and coal trimmers. It enables a ship to receive her 
fuel with the greatest facility at sea or in harbor, 
while proceeding under steam or even sail, is with- 
out the nuisance of dust or ashes, and it is not 
liable either to spontaneous combustion or to deteri- 
oration by time, heat or moisture. If the ships gets 
on shore, it can be run out to lighten her, or be 
pumped out into lighters with a speed and facility 
unapproachable with coal; and lastly, if, as I be- 
lieve, 46 lbs. of water can be evaporated with 1 lb. 
of fuel, full steaming for twenty-four days can be 
carried on where now we are limited to four. What 
increased value shall be given to a navy composed 
as is ours, vital to our national existence, as is ours, 
if each ship can remain effective six times as long 
as she now does? 

‘* Whether the difference is, or is not, six times 
in this latter case, it is not necessary for us to de- 
cide. It may be only twice, but it will even then 
be important to double our ‘ consumable store.’ In 
men-of-war, as at present constructed, it would also 
be a great benefit if we could carry the weight of 
fuel lower down and in smaller spaces without in- 
convenience, and it is clear that this can be done 
with a liquid to an extent entirely unattainable with 
a solid fuel.” 

What has aroused Admiral SeLwyn is the dis- 
covery that Russia is making extensive use of liquid 
fuel. In remarks upon his paper, Mr. Twep- 
DLE, an American oil merchant, gave some account 
of what is doing in the Black Sea. The objection 
that petroleum is too dangerous is, he said, over- 
come by putting it into the lower part of the vessel 
where are the water ballast tanks. For a ship thus 
full, whether of 200 h. p. or 10,000 bh. p., but one 
fireman and three or four boys are required on coal 
watch.

PROTECTING ARMS FROM RUST. 


AMONG mvtal-workers and particularly among the 
skilled artisans engaged in the production of small 
arms the perfection of a cheap, simple and, at the 
same time, reliable, process o* coating the smaller 
parts—as for instance, in the guns, the functional 
pieces of the systems—for the prevention of rust, 
has been the subject of study and experiment for 
very many years. When it is considered that so in- 
considerable a war establishment as that of theUnited4 
States demands the manufacture of some 30,000 
Springfield rifles per annum to keep up the reason- 
able complement in reserve, and that private manu- 
facturers year by year average an aggregate of ten 
times that number of military and sportirg arms, 
the value of the suggested improvement is most 
sensibly appreciated. 

The essays which have been made in this coun- 
try and Europe, in the direction of protecting steel 
and iron against the corroding effects of air and 
water, have involved experiments with paints, var- 
nishes, glazes, enamels, galvanizing, electro-deposit- 
ing, and finally, the magnetic-oxide coating pro- 
cess, which up to the present time seems to claim 
the best results. This last named process was the 
discovery, some ten years back, of Prof. Barrr, and 
is generally termed the ‘‘ Barff-ing.”” The Barrr 
theory subjects the parts to be treated to the ac- 
tion of super-heated steam, in a retort or chamber, 
until such a tenfperature is reached as will assure 
the oxydization demanded. The discovery is now 
controlled by the Bower-BarrFF Co., an English or- 
ganization which has an agency in the United States. 
Besides the Bowrr-Barsr there have been two or 
three processes, in the direction of anti-rust coating 
by oxide, practically developed in this ccuntry, but, 
we understand, without satisfactory results. 

Though there is no question of the value of the 
Barff-ing process as applied to large bodies of 
iron or steel, its difficulties and uncertainties in 
treating small pieces, like the action and limb work 
of gun systems, have thus far, we believe, deterred 
manufacturers from its adoption. The interchangea- 
ble theory of small arms production demands a 
mathematically correct and uniform preservation of 
the contour, proportion and volume of each part, 
and such possible incidents as. the erection of scale 
on the metal, the distortion of lines, or the expan- 
sion or shrinkage of volume, through too great heat 
or inexpert handling, are of course not to be enter- 
tained. 

For some months past it has been not altogethera 
secret in ordnance circles that the vexatious prob- 
lem of coating gun parts with oxide, in such man- 
ner as to assure not only an excellent color but 
entire protection against corrosive influences, has 
been solved through the very intelligent and pa- 
tient experimenting of Colonel A. R. BurrineTon, 
Commandant of the National Armory at Spring- 
field. 

The information in our possession at present as 
to Col. BurFinGTon’s process is derived from a cor- 
respondent who has been for many years a manu- 
facturer of machine plant and special tools for gun 
making and an expert in the selection and treat- 
ment of metais. We learn that the experiments, 
which have proceeded by slow degrees from the 
plane of investigation to that of practical applica- 
tion, have been of long continuance, and that the 
testing has been of a character exceptionally severe 
and thorough. In pursuing his experiments Col. 
BUFFINGTON has -always kept in view the practical 
rather than the theoretical, and the result of his 
work is the formulated s,stem of an industrial 
expert rather than the more ambitions but less 
available scheme of a consulting engineer. ‘‘Every 
one skilled in the art of ash or baked bluing 
processes and the time and care required for the 
acid process of barrel browning,” says our corres- 
pondent, ‘‘ will be pleased to learn that by immers- 
ing and keeping the parts in such a condition for six 
minutes, in a bath of saltpetre, 10 parts, and of 
black oxide of manganese, 1 part, heated to about 
600 degrees Far., a beautiful blue black color will 








than, the best acid process.” The operation requires 
no skilled labor, a cast iron pot deep enough to cover 
the parts to be treated, arranged in such manner 
that a uniform heat can be maintained, being the 
only apparatus needed. 

‘* At the National Armory,” he proceeds, ‘‘they 
are using this process for all the gun-parts formerly 
blued—such as butt plates, trigger guards, bands, 
tips, ete. They are also treating the bayonets and 
are about to try the process with the barrels. Es- 
pecially notable is the fact that this process will not 
prejudicially affect a spring temper, and will draw 
case hardened parts, requiring toughness, to a pro- 
per spring temper. The economital advantage is 
thus differentiated between the old process and the 
new—the old barrel browning by acid requires at 
least four and better six days time, while the new 
process consumes six minutes—the former demand- 
ing an expert and the latter a laborer. The Barffing 
process, as you well know, takes from ten te four- 
teen hours, with the constant liability of doing a 
positive damage to pieces thus treated.” 

It will be seen from the foregoing that, though 
Colonel BuFFINGTON’s process is applicable both for 
browning and anti-corrosive purposes, it has not 
yet been applied to the parts of the action, other 
than the springs. The economical results of the 
new process are thus far most pronounced, the 
saving of time and labor beeng considerable. We 
now look for a trial of the anti-rust virtues of the 
process upon the bolt action and limb work of the 
three repeating rifles. Should Colonel BurrinGTon 
have only succeeded in substituting a new formula 
for the old uncertain bluing and browning processes, 
he will have scored a success ; if he has at last hit 
upon a real anti-rust treatment he has gained a vic 
tory. 








Tse Second Comptroller of the Treasury, in pass- 
ing on the accounts of J. O. SKINNER, Assist. Surgeon 
and Acting Medical Storekeeper, U.S. A., has dis- 
allowed three vouchers aggregating $505 for por- 
traits of deceased surgeon generals of the Army 
with their frames which were certified by Surgeon 
HUNTINGTON, curator of the Army Medical Museum, 
and approved by the Surgeon General, He says 
that, without regard to any irregularities whica 
may exist in the method of making these purchases, 
he does not think that the accounts fer them can 
be allowed on the proofs presented. It is sought, 
he says, to make them chargeable to the Medical 
Museum appropriation for 1883, under the follow- 
ing provision: ‘‘ For the Army Medical Museum 
and for medical and other works for the 
library of the Surgeon General’s office, $10,000.” 
He holds that the moncy thus appropriated can 
only be lawfully expended for works relating to 
medical science or illustrative of the anatomy of the 
human system, or which will be serviceable in the 
treatment of diseases, and adds : 


If it isdesirable that the walls of the museum should be 
adorned with the pe ofthe distinguished men who 
from ead to ome, ave presided over the administration of 
the Medi nt, Congress should provide for such

In publishing the proceedings of the Court-martial 
in the case of Ist Lieutenant Geo. F. Chase, 3d Cav- 
alry, in the JourRNALof Aug. 15, it was our intention 
to strike out all of the charges and specifications of 
which the Court acquitted him, leaving only those 
upon which he was found guilty. Through an inad- 
vertence one specification was published as it ap- 
peared originally and not as amended by the find- 
ings. Lieut. Chase was found guilty of asking (not 
demanding) of aa enlisted man the subject of a con- 
versatior he had with Major Purington, saying in 
his presence: “1 have made it hot for other com- 
manding officers and I'll make it hot for him.”’ The 
charge that this was done ip an excited and vio- 
lent manner and with the use of profane language 
was not sustained. The comments of the reviewing 
authority upon this case indicate that Lieut. Chase 
was betrayed into the indiscretion of which he was 
found guilty by tie feeling excited by what he be- 
lieved to be acts of injustice towards him. We have 
received a full history of the circumstances of his 
case, but as it is an ex parte statement we cannot ac- 
cept it as conclusive, and it is open to the criticism 
we have already had occasion to make that such 
statements should be accompanied by conclusive 
proof. When officers agree in their statements it 
may be safe for us to act upon their testimony, but 
when they differ it is not our province to decide be- 
tween them. In this case we are asked to publish 
statements which should be accompanied by sworn 
testimony, such as would be conclusive with a civil 
court, for if they are not true they are libellous. 








Dr. THos. T. CABANISS, formerly A. A. Surgeon 
U.S. Army, writes an interesting letter to the daily 
Standard, Portland, Ogn., in regard to the old story 
that when the war broke out California was on the 
“eve of seceding from the Union.” He was a resi- 
dent of California at the time, and with knowledge 
says: “San Francisco was excessively ‘loyal,’ and 
the Union sentiment predominated largely. So with 
Sacramento. At these places arms and other mate- 
rial were more abundant than elsewhere, and the 
war ships had control of the harbor of San Fran- 
cisco. The people of this coast are more indebted to 
General George Wright, who at the time of the war 
commanded California, than to any other man for 
peace and quiet.”

LIEUTENANT-COLONEL CHAS. G. FREUDENBERG, 
U.S. Army, retired, died August 28, 1885, at his resi- 
dence in Washington, D. C., 1n his fifty-fourth year.

He was mustered out March 9, 1866, 
anudin July following was appointed a Captain of 
the 45th U.S. Infantry, transferred to the 14th In- 
fautry in 1869, retired with the rank of Captain Dec. 
15, 1870, which rank was increased to Lieutenant- 
Colonel March 3, 1877. For his gallantry at Fair 
Oaks he received the brevet of Major, Lieutenant- 
Colonel for Gettysburg, and the brevet of Colonel of 
Volunteers for gallant and meritorious services dur- 
ing the war. Colonel Freudenberg had a large cir- 
cle of friends here and abroad, to whom the news of 
his death will be asevere blow. The funeral cere- 
monies took place August 31, and the remains were 
temporarily placed in Oak Hill Cemetery, prepara- 
tory to removal to Columbus, O., Mrs. Freuden- 
berg’s home. 


Mason Joserpu F. MinTER, formerly Ist Lieuten- 
ant, 2d U.S. Cavalry, died August 15, 1885, at Eureka 
Springs, Cal. He was appointed 2d Lieutenant, 2d

VENTILATION OF ARMY QUARTERS. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journ: 

No matter how many ventilators are placed in 
company quarters, or what orders are given, the 
ventilators will be opened whenever an officer ap- 

ears and closed as soon as he leaves the quarters. 

o crowd of men are going to feel chilly or cold 
without closing up the places where the cold air 
comes in. People who are warmed by fires, that is, 
roasted on one side while they freeze on the other, 
want to feel hot all around and care very little for 
fresh air. The first cold day in autumn closes the 
doors, windows and ventilators, end the quarters are 
hardly thoroughly ventilated again until the warm 
weather arrives in the following spring. The few 
two story quarters, with upper story for sleeping 
room and lower story for day drill, and recreation 
room, may have enough ventilation and fresh air, 
but that style of quarters are so rare in our country 
that it is not necessary to consider them. 

Our company quarters consist of a long, low, nar 
row room In which sixty or seventy sergeants, cor- 
porals, and private soldiers sleep, and in cold weather 
when off duty pass all their time. The “sick in quar- 
ters’ are always in, also the old guard, ete. So there 
isno timeduring the twenty-four hours when the 
doors and windows can be opened without making 
some men uncomfortable. Many of the quarters 
are so nurrow that if the heads of iron bedsteads are 
placed against the walls; there is no passage way be- 
tween the ends of the bedsteads along the centre of 
the room. Make the company mess room comfort- 
able for the men, so that they can stay there certain 
hours every day, during which time the quarters 
may be thoroughly ventilated.

SHAM FIGHTS. 


Camps of the militia and also of the Grand Army 
of the Republic are now apparently considered in- 
complete without a spectacular drama called a 
“sham fight,”’ for the edification of the “ visitors.”’ 
We have had them in New York, in Illinois, in Cali- 
fornia, and all through the country, be the forces 
encamped large or small. In many cases the shams 
have so far introduced the element of reality as to 
result in the maiming or killing of some of the par- 
ticipants. 

Thoroughly prepared and well considered, and 
participated in by officers and troops conversant 
with the task m hand and well upin the ordinary 
duties of the soldier, and acoustomed to discipline, 
such affairs might yield certain benefits as substitutes 
for autumn manceuvres, kriegspiel, etc. But when 
carried on with raw troops, who are scarcely con- 
versant with the school of the soldier, they are not 
only apt to prove disastrous, but consume time 
which might be better employed in the pursuance 
of the usual camp duties. Under the circumstances 
which govern the encampments of our State troops, 
they afford no advantages, and should be discon- 
tinued. There is hardly acase on record where they 
did not result in miserable failures in tactical and 
strategical respects. In arecent Grand Army en- 
campment a man was dungerously wounded, and as 
a result of the Illinoissham fight a man has just died 
from wounds received there. If amateur battles are 
needed, let them be under experienced leaders, with 
well-seasoned troops, but do not pitch crude troops 
against each other for military “‘ slugging” matehes, 
for the edification of spectators ignorant of military 
art and principles. 

The Brooklyn officer who in a recent letter at- 
tempted to defend affairs of this sort should remem- 
ber not only the numerous cases of prostration and 
sunstroke in his own organization on such an occa- 
sion, but also the utter lack of benefit received 
therefrom in a military respect. 


THE CONNECTICUT ENCAMPMENT. 


Tue elements, which are popularty credited with 
the misfortunes of the great Napoleon as well as 
many other failures in enterprises of war, seem to 


have a liar bebe against the Connecticut mili- 
tia. With proverbial treach they lull it into a

The Connec- 
ticut troops he has so far seen are tactically more 
tfect than a large proportion of the soldiers in the 
ate war were, even at its close. They can perform 
with readiness all the movements which are re- 
quired in war, and therefore what is needed more 
especially is as near an approach to actuai experi- 
ence as can be obtained in peace. During the sham 
battle of last year it was remarked by a distin- 
 orver y officer of the brigade who had had an ex- 
ended experience in war, that if a certain attack 
had been actually carried out, as it was then bein 
executed, not one of the party would be alive to te 
the tale. What, therefore, should be msisted on in 
the well-trained militia of the present day is that it 
should completely abandon a large part of its old 
methods. ‘oo much, entirely too much time, 1s 
given to ceremonies, and what may be called cere- 
monial movements. The encampments now should 
be named examinations, not school terms. The drill- 
ing should be done beforehand at home, and when 
the brigade goes into camp the cory anaes portion 
of its time should be given over ractical exer- 
cises—those which have a fixed value in war. If we 
examine the criticism with which we are annually 
deluged on the recurrence of the encampment sea- 
son, we shall find that the utmost stress is laid on 
— at guard mounting, parades, and reviews. 
f an officer makes the most trivial errors at those 
exercises his life is mdde a burden to him by re- 
gerecee replete with Upton and the decisions of the 
ar Department.

THE VERMONT CAMP. 


TENTS in the camp of the Vermont troops were 
struck in the forenoon of Saturlay, Aug. 29. Those 
who witvessed the affair say that they are tolerably 
satisfied with the result. Any degree of progress 
made during an encampwent of four days should be 
satisfactory. No encampment should be held for 
less than a week at least; if shorter, it will neither 
pay the State for its expense nor the troops for their 

ime. Troops in the smaller States, which are scat-~ 
tered through a number of minor towns by com- 
panies, are neither afforded an opportunity for 


interchange of ideas, nor for comparison of prac- 
tical progress, and concerted action at battalion 
drills. To get them merely into hurmonious work- 


ing order almost requires a period of four days. 
en, therefore, under such circumstances, pro- 
gress is reported, we feel that we have reason to be 
truly thankful for what is achieved. 

The camp consisted of wall tents, four men to 
each tent, which, as well as fuel and straw, are pro- 
vided by the State, while the troops provide their 
own food by caterers, each man being paid $2 per 
day by the State during the camp. The dress ot the 
men, provided by themselves, so far as it. exceeds 
the value of $13 per man, is cadet gray, with black 
and gilt trimmings, white trousers, and white cross 
belts; but blankets and blue overcoats and field 
accoutrements of U.S. pattern, and the Springfield 
breech-loaders are furnished by the State. The 
work consisted of company, battalion, and skirmish 
drills, guard duty, and parades, and the remarkably 
cool weather offered fine opportunities for these 
exercises. The Governor visited the camp on Thurs- 
day, Aug. 26, and received the usual review, at which 
the troops, foot and mounted, acquitted themselves 
fairly well. After the review, the inevitable sham 
battle, a very mediocre affair, took place, and, as 
one of our exchanges remarked, it was not satisfac- 
tory to the spectators, who evidently looked for 
blood and thunder and “ slugging,’’ but were disap- 

inted, because vobody apparently was hurt. e 
repeat that troops who are sent to camp to learn the 
first rudiments of soldiership might with advantage 
and credit dispense with exhibitions of this sort, and 
devote their time tu their proper work. So long as * 
camps are got up as public shows, for the amuse- 
ment of the multitude, so long will purely military 
work remain the secondary consideration, and the 
object of the whole defeated. 

On Friday, the last working day, a street riot drill 
was executed. 


THE CALIFORNIA CAMP. 


WHILE the average reports of the daily press on 
technical military matters are generally either 
strongly seasoned or else utterly lacking pepper and 
salt, there seems to be no doubt but that the recent 
California encampment at Santa Cruz, as reported 
in the California papers, was not a success in a mili- 
tary respect. The whole affair seems to have been 
one continual round of reception after reception by 
the numerous dignitaries of all degrees, and under 
such circumstances no sound military work can be 
accomplished. The feeding of the troops was un- 
satisfactory, and as to the standard of the discipline 
maintained, we cite the following extract from the 
San Francisco Evening Post of Aug. 18: 

A most cowardly assault was committed last night by a 
band of eight from the 3d Infantry, whom the sentine) at 
Post No. 8 was called upon to disperse in their raid upon the 
commissary of the Ist Infantry. Eight distinct warnings 
were given by the sentry, Benj. Markley, to the foremost 
man, and no heed being paid to them, the sentry, as his 
duty demanded of him, rammed his bayonet through the 
cheek of the leader of the gang, who then wilted like a cab- 
bage, and throwing his arms about, bellowed likea calf. 
His confreres assaulted the sentry, knocking his gun out of 
his grasp and him pce the ground, and then making an 
attack upon him, e called lustily a number of times for 
the corporal of the guard, but received no answer on ac 
count of his being away on duty, answeringa cal! from 
another post, and the whole occurrence lasting but a few 
seconds. 

The eight pushed across the lines and made their way into 
—. Assoon as the favts were ascertained, Capt. Tilden, 
as Officer of the day, and Lieut. Adams, of the guard, as- 

by Lieut. Col. Donahue, brigade officer of the day, 
made an yoyo Lieut. Adams soon located the 
leader of the line Jumpers. He was found to be a private of 
the Emmet Guard—Co. A—but the captain refused to sur- 
render him until reveille to-day. The sentry identitied him 
by the wound in the cheek.

ted in a camp alleged to be military. The Santa Cruz 
camp seem. to be for the sole pur, 2 of enabling some vain 
and pane te hevemy oe! womens to parade around in shoulder straps 
and epaulettes before their lady friends, and to indulge on a 
large scale in picnic jollifications.

To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THE New York Times has recently devoted con- 
siderable of its editorial space to military subjects. 
On August 24 nearly a column is occupied by an ar- 
ticle entitled **Garrison Duty for Militia.’’ The ar- 
ticle strongly recommends ‘‘sending one or more 
regiments every year into camp at one of the forts 
of New York Harbor.” Adjt-Gen. Farnsworth is 
credited with having said iu his annual report: ‘In 
the event of war with a foreign power, New York 
City would unquestionably be one of the first points 
of attack by the enemy, and while the duty of pro- 
viding all necessary means of defence is incumbent 
upon the National Government, the State should 
have its force qualified to man the fortifications 
promptly and effectually.”” This sounds all very 
well, but let us look at the subject from a practical 
point of view. For “the State to have its force 
qualified to man the fortifications promptly and 
effectually,” what is recommended? ‘“ Establishing 
the custom of sending one or more regiments waz 
Sp into camp at one of the forts ot New Yor 

arbor.” 

Will this accomplish the end in view? will the ex- 
pense of instructing the militia in ordnance and 
gunnery to the very limited degree that a week or 
two in garrison would accomplish, meet the neces- 
sary requirements set forth? While the lar 
Army must necessarily feel flattered because of the 
mutual benefits supposed to be conferred by the pre- 
sence of the militia, itis barely possible that other 
schools of instruction are preferred by them. True, 
the Times says, the Army is to be benefited by the 
fact that there would be ‘“* more men to command,” 
but we take the liberty of doubting that any bene- 
fits would be derived by Army officers by command- 
ing militiamen. As the Times admits that every 
shot fired from the “big guns,” as it terms heavy 
ordnance, costs the Government $50, it will interest 
the public to inquire how many shots must be fired 
by every detachment of eleven men and a gunner, 
from the fifteen-inch Columbiads, to render them 
“effectual?’’ Certainly ten shots would not be too 
many for each, to give even a superficial knowledge 
to the men, and if eighty detachments from a.regi- 
ment practiced each year, the cost would be $500 for 
each detachment, or $40,000 for each regiment of 860 
men, which is a low estimate. Is it worth while to 
incur this expense, in view of the fact that the per- 
sonnel of the State troops is changing every year? 
Is it necessary when we have thousands of old sol- 
diers ready and willing to shoulder the musket or 
man the forts “in case of a foreign war?’* Without 
detracting one jot from the merits of the militia, 
among whom are many distinguished veterans, is 1t 
not as well to confine their duties to their legitimate 
sphere of action? Without going into the many and 

ve obstacles to good order and militury discipline 
in the militia under its present organization, it may 
ae uty said that they cannot efficiently man the 
forts and perform the duties of disciplined artillery 
regiments without undergoing a far more exhaus- 
tive course of training and instruction than is gener- 
ally understood and appreciated. The Times should 
consider well the probable results and certain enor- 
mous expense before advocating new memes 





MORE DELAY IN THE NATIONAL GUARD.

THE TEXAS MILITARY FORCES. 


Tue active militia, as distinguished from the re- 
serve militia of Texas, is designated *‘ The Texas 
Volunteer Guard.”’ The force is organized as a divi- 
sion commanded by Major-General John M. Clai 
borne, Galveston, and composed of two brigades of 
infantry. The ist Brigade, Brigadier-General A. 8S. 
Roberts, Austin, includes the Ist and 2d Regiments 
of Infantry. The ist Regiment, Vol. A. T. Bedell 
Hempstead, 9 companies, numbers 34 officers and 360 
men, total 394, and inciudes the celebrated Houston 
Light Guards, Captain Thos. Scurry, which has won 
the reputation in numerous competitive contests of 
being the most skilful organization in company drill 
in the South. 

The 2d Regiment, Colonel H. B. Stoddard, Bryan, 
9 companies, numbers 36 officers and 326 men, total 
862. Total Ist Bete 79 officers and 686 men, ag- 
gregate 765. The 2d Brigade is composed of the 3d 
and 4th Regiments of rome 

The 3d Regiment, Colonel J. 8S. Napier, Whitney, 
contains but one company, the others having been 
disbanded. Officers 12; men 33; total 45. 

The 4th Regiment, Colonel B. F. Smith, Cleburne, 
6 companies, numbers 27 officers and 232 men, total 
259. Total 2d Brigade, 39 officers and 292 men, ag- 


srepate 331. 
The Ist Regiment of Cavalry, unattached, Colonel 
W. G. Mosely a Creek, 7 troops, 30 officers and 
256 men, total 286. 

The Ist Regiment of colored Infantry, unattached. 
Lieut.-Col. enderson, Galyeston, in command 
a ll 8 companies, 32 officers and 287 men, 


The entire force thus numbers 1,705, cf whom 201 
are commissioned and 1,504 enlisted. Besides this 
body the State supports at a cost of about $75,000 a 
year, the Frontier Battalion of 6 companies, each 
with a captain, one lieutenant, one sergeants, , two 
corporals, one musician, and 14 privates. These 
troops form an armed, mounted, and active police 
with the same authority as sheriffs, unlimited as to 
county boundaries. Their duties consist of scouting 
after hostile Indians when committing depredations 
in the State, attending district and other courts 
when needed, arresting criminals, and in protecting 
the lives and property of the citizens on the Texan 
frontiers. 
During the past five years the State troops have 
made good progress, yet n.uch remains to be done. 
The Governor of the State, Hon. John Ireland, has 
been a firm friend of the military. Brig.-Gen. Wm. 
H. King, the Adjutant General, an able and ener- 
getic officer, haslabored long and earnestly for the 
iuprovement of the Guard.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


From Berger-Levrault and Cie., Rue des Beaux 
Arts 5, Paris, we receive a new work on modern 
fortifications by A. L. Cambrelin, Colonel, d’ Etat 
Major. It1s entitled “la Fortification de I’ Avenir, 
innovations dans, l’art de Ia fortification, basees sur 
lemploi dufer a aux Forts de Posi- 
tions.”” It is in two 8vo volumes, one of 226 PP. gy. 
ing the text, and the other the diagrams, of which 
there are 165. The principal novelty proposed by 
Col. Cambrelin is an iron scarp. His object is to re- 
duce the cost of secondary forts, and the size of their 
garrisons, while retaining for them the capacity for 
resistance, of much longer duration than was shown 
by most of the secondary places in the Franco- 
Prussian War. A brief statement of his views and 

ropositions will indicate the method by which he 
Coenen to attain these results. Great fortresses to 
cover important cities or camps are indispensable, 
but they are very costly; they immobilize jorme gar 
risons and no State can afford to build and garrison 
many of them. For the obstinate defence of a coun- 
try there must be many secondary fortresses which 
shall cover important defiles, lines of communica- 
tion, or junctions of such lines, and make it impos- 
sibie for an army which has the frontier for- 
tresses to move Senety, on the capital, as the Ger- 
mans did on Paris. xcept Bitche few of the 
secondary French places made any long resistance, 
and Bitche was an eagle’s nest, Since many secondary 
forts will be required it will be impossible to bmld 
them, even of the size of Termonde, costing about 15 
millions of francs and requiring a garrison of 2,000 
men. The aggregate cost of 30 or 40 of them would 
be too t,and they would immobilize too many 
men. Fhe same objections would not lie against 
redoubts, usually redans or quadrilaterals, with 
prineipal faces about 200 m. long, closed gorges, gar - 
risons of 400 men and costing 2'¢ millions of 
francs. Thatsuch forts may make along defence 
their scarps and flanking arrangements must be in- 
destructible, and their garrisons must be thoroughly 
covered. The rampart, including its age, should 
be about 30 m. wide, the parapet 8 m. wide, with its 
crest 8 m. above the ground, the ditch 25 m. wide, 
and 9 m. deep, the scarp 8 m. higb. 

Flanking is to be given by a caponniére with two 
casemates in each face. Ita feces are to be flanked 
from the body of the work by chasseloup casemates 
which cannot be counterbattered from the coun- 
terscarp. The caponniére casemates fire through an 
opening in a mask in front of them and cannot see 
or be seen from the exterior or the creet of the 
giacis. A parados, with its crest 4 m. above the 

und, is put close in the rear of the rampart. 
Bight heavy 3 are to be mounted on the rampart 
of each principal face. For masonr , tubular 
or @ e scarps of iron are to be substituted. In the 
tubular scarp, rectangular iron boxes, rivetted or 
bolted together, are to be used. The ends of the boxes, 
which are in the front and rear faces of the scarp, are 
left open, and the boxes are partly filled by the 
slope of the parapet or by ballast. @ openings in 
the face of the scarp are 5 m. long and 2 m. high, 
the length of the box perpendicular to the 
sca is 150 m. The tops of the boxes are 
to "Se 56 em. thick, and the sides where 
solid, 10 cm. The arcade scarp consists of iron 
roof supported on iron columns, the columns havin 
their lower portions buried in aslope of ballast whic 
slopes from the back ends of the separate roofs. 
The upper ends of these columns are ex to the 
enemy's fire from the counterscarp. The width of 
each arcade, in the direction of the scarp, is 5 m., 
and the roof summit 18 kept approximutely in the 
plane of the enemy’s fire. 

The author assumes that to cover a masonry scarp 
efficiently against the fire of a 12 cm. gun, iron plates 
11 or 12 cm. thick must be used. His tubular scarp 
requires about an equal amount of iron, while his 
arcade scarp requires about 8-12 as much; he there- 
fore prefers the latter. The caponniéres are to be at 
the middle of the face, are to have their arches cov- 
ered by 4 m. of ballast, which in turn is to be cov- 
ered by iron plates from 8 to 12 cm. thick, so shaped 
that the enemy’s direct fire can only strike the cover 
ataemall angle. The opening in the mask through 
which the casemates fire is to roofed with iron. 
The flanking defence of the ditch is given by 8 light 
mitrailleuses and 4 short smooth-bore guns or howit- 
zers in the casemates for each face. The 8 heavy 
guns (15 cm.) on the rampart are to be mounted in 
fixed or turning cupo where great sweep is 
needed; in other cases to be protected by blindages.

A WORTHY MAN. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 

In the Journnat of Aug. 15 there appeared this 
simple record of death: 

Gerardo Satta, Master of the Band, July 18, U. 8. 8. Lan- 
caster, at Rio de Janeiro, Brazil. 

As one of many thousands who are indebted to 
the deceased for multitudes ot pleasant hours, it 

eves me that his familiar name and person should 
permitted to pass away without some little tribute 
of appreciation and respect. 

Gerardo Satta was not an ordinary man. He who 
unites patriotism, fidelity, sobriety, integrity, sub- 
ordination, punctuality, amiability, industry, uni- 
form courtesy, dignity, and the power to control 
men, with su or musical talent, is indeed far from 
being an ordinary man. Such was Satta, the popu- 
lar and almost indispensable bandmaster of the suc- 
cessive American flagships of the European Station 
for upwards of fifteen years. 

To say that Satta was more generally known and 
will be better remembered in the greater number of 
the ports of Europe and of the Mediterranean coasts 
of Asia and Africa than most of the admirals under 
whom he served is to hazard nothing, and to com- 
pute the combined amount of happiness which his 
willing labors have conferred upon the peoste of the 
Navy of the United States, their relatives, friends, 
and guests, would bea labor for an age. No enter- 
tainment—from the reception of a visiting monarch 
to the “eccentricities” of a minstrel show—was 
complete without Satta, and he never lagged. 

For years to come those who serve afloat in Europe 
will hear of him, and for them let 1t be recorded 
that he wasa Neapolitan, born about 1849. He en- 
tered the U. 8S. Navy in 1868 and served continu- 
ously on the Franklin, Wabash, Trenton, Lancaster, 
Nipsic and Quinnebaug, in fact at some time or 
other upon nearly every ship that has been there 
since that date. e married, at Villefranche, a na- 
tive of that city, and adaughter of a wealthy retired 
merchant by whom he had two children; one a girl 
of aged fmt was living in 1884, and the othera 
boy, died during the winter of 1883-4, aged about 
ten months. His father and mother were then livin 
in Naples, and a brother was a ee engi- 
neer at Florence, in the service of the Italian Gov- 
ernment. Another brother was an accomplished 
musician in Naples, and both he and the deceased 
indul the hope of‘coming to Washington to join 
the Marine Band, for which they had made applica- 


{n Europe bandmasters are held in higher esteem 
than here, and their social status is much better. 
Satta was therefore a frequent guest at the homes 
of titled men, where his talents, affable manners 
and kindly disposition made him very welcome, and 
was often invited to play in the theatres, parks and 
gardens of cities visited by the squadron. He was tall, 
slender, goes and quick of movement, with the 
Italian characteristics of dark hair and complexion 
and unbounded love for Garibaldi and United Italy. 








He played several instrumevts about equally well, 
composed and published quite a number of very 
creditable pieces, and was as noted for the readiness 
with which he could learn and arrange a new air as 
he was for his cheerful alacrity and the discipline 
and cohesion of his bund.

NARRATIVE BY A CAPTIVE OF THE MAHDI. 


FATHER Bonont, of the Italian Mission at El Obeid, 
who was a prisoner of the Mahdi there, and who 
escaped, has given to a correspondent at Cairoa long 
narrative of his experiences while in captivity. 
After falling into the hands of the rebels, the priest 
and six companions were led before the Mahdi, who, 
irritated by their refusal to embrace Islamism, 
threatened to kill them. They were spared, how- 
ever, and given in charge of a Syrian, who was to 
instruct in “‘all needful doctrine.”” In his hut they 
remained for two months. “Our situation became 
extremely wretched, for we lay squalid, dirty, and 
naked. One layman sank under this treatment and 
died of low fever, and shortly afterwards two sisters 
sickened and died. They succumbed under a hor- 
rible dread; they were famished and naked, and 
when it rained they were exposed toit.”’ At last the 
garrison of Obeid, after a gallant resistance, sur- 
rendered, being on the verge ot starvation. *‘* The 
men had become gaunt-looking, walking skeletons, 
with their bones showing through their skins. If 
one was killed or died, there was none to bury him. 
The arms of the survivors were too weak to dig a 
grave; there the corpses lay rotting. Hach day lent 
new horrors to the scene. Men dug up buried car- 
casses of dogs, donkeys, and camels; others stripped 
the leather from the bedsteads. The donkeys were 
killed and cut up: even the tails would fetch 20 reals, 
and the head and entrails much more. Dogs were 
treated in the same way. Others, too, would shoot 
the foul carrion crows, vultures, and kites that hov- 
ered around The grimand ghastly sights to be seen 
m that beleagured city were enough to freeze the 
blood, and the narrative of those days is too horrible 


to be continued. But the stern old Turk command 
ing refused to surrender, while the wretched soldiers 
were unable to hold their rifles, but prowled about 


like wolves to find something to eat, unable to make 
further defence.” So that on the 18th of January, 
1883, the enemy crossed the trenches unopposed. 

Here is a description of the meeting with the Gov- 
ernor, and how he met his death: “When the der- 
vishes entered the dewan of the Mouderiah, the 
large hall, they found the commandant, Achmet 
Pasha Said, sitting, in a hich carved-armed chair of 
stained wood, bolt upright, with his arms folded, 
gazing at them defiantly. They rushed at him and 
would have slain him, but others insisted that he 
should be brought before Mahomet Achmet. 

“** Back, dogs, touch me not,’ he oried. ‘You de- 
file me, base rebels. I will go myself before this arch 
rebel, Mahomet Achmet. Lead on.’ 

‘“* They instinctively drew back, startled at his ter- 
rible voice and fierce aspect. ‘Hold his hands and 
search him,’ ordered Mahomet Achmet the moment 
he saw him; and he was-just in time with this pre- 
caution—the old man was drawing forth from his 
breast a revolver, and undoubtedly meant to deal 
death to his enemy. 

“*Take the cursed dog of a Turk away,’ cried 
Mahomet Achmet, ‘and sell him for a slave by auc- 
tion in the bazaar. Away with him.’ 

“Then was the commandant led forth and exposed 
for sale, but no man durst buy him at first; but it 
bongenst that an emir passed by that way, and out 
of derision cried out, ‘O, auctioneer, I will surely 
give 680 piustres for this man.’ 

“So he was knocked down totheemir. Now, when 
this came to the ears of Mabomet Achmet, he sent 
forth an order that the commandant should be slain 
with all speed; 80 some dervishes went from the 
Mahdi’s presence then and there and sought out the 
commandant. They heard he was in the house of 
the emir; they went there and ordered that Achmet 
Pasha should be brought forth. He presented bim- 
self to them with unquailing look onl bold bearing 
as the dervishes drew their swords. 

“*You have come to murder me, have you? 
Cursed, cowardly dogs, I fear you not. May your 
father’s grave be defiled. I curse them, you, and 
the foul harlots that bore you. I curse your fathers 
and mothers back to three generations. , All your 
female relations are abandoned women, and may 
the graves of all your forefathers be defiled. 
curse you all and your vile false prophet, Mahomet 
Achmet.’ 

“They fell upon him pouring forth these maledic- 
tions, and he died like a brave man, with the utmost 
fortitude.”
